That public must honestly 
desire to 'see in the -playhouse plays written- by Americans about 
American life, -and they mu'st be able to discriminate between false 
plays and true, and between bad acting and good. -Until you have 
such a public, the greatest dramatic genius in the world is helpless, 
for there can be no vital drama except what is written to be acted 
.before men and women in the "practical .playmouse, just as the dra- 
mas of Sophocles were written, and of Moliere and of Shaltespeare. 
If there had been no mob of credulous, poetic, eager, rhetoric-lov- 
ing Elizabethans in the London of 1600, there would have been ho 
"Macbeth" nor "Hamlet."
